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The Timmins Series

Noah Timmins

Noah Timmins was born in 1867 in Mattawa, Ontario where his family owned and operated a 
hardware store. Travellers heading to and from Northern Ontario would pass through Mattawa 
and while there would often stock up on supplies at the Timmins’ hardware store. Noah would 
often listen to the tales told by travellers of gold and silver that they found, mostly by accident. It 
was one of such story that caught Noah's attention. 


When he heard of the prospects in the Porcupine camp, Noah sent his nephew, Alphonse Pare, 
a young mining engineer, to see what was going on there. When Al returned, he was very excit- 
ed about what he had seen in the Porcupine camp and told Noah that it would be a very good 
idea to invest in the development of the region. Not long after receiving Alphonse’s recommenda- 
tions, Noah purchased stakes from Benny Hollinger and Alec Gillies as well as several adjacent 
claims and soon incorporated them into the Hollinger Mine. Noah left his nephew Al to watch 
over the operation of the Hollinger Mine for two years after it’s incorporation. 


Al Pare decided that the new community that was developing by the mine should be named Tim- 
mins, after his Uncle Noah. He wrote the name “Timmins” on a board, stuck the board on a post, 
and planted the post near the property. 

And that was it_ _ Timmins was born. 


After the “great fire” which destroyed South 
Porcupine (15 kms to the west) in 1911, No- 
ah Timmins set out to develop Timmins. He ¥ , 
bought property along the banks of the ™ 
Mattagami river and re-sold lots to miners for 
as little as $5 each.

Noah Timmins passed away on Jan. 23, 1936, in Palm Beach, Florida. 
His funeral was held in Montreal, with Father Theriault of Timmins, as- 


sisting with the funerals 


A few years later, the Hollinger houses began as a pro- 
ject initiated by Hollinger Mine owner Noah Timmins, 
almost a hundred years ago. 


By the time the First World War ended in 1918, Hol- 
linger Mine had increased mill capacity, and nearly eve- 
ry man coming back from the war who applied for a job 
was hired. Still, by 1919 and 1920, the company could not find enough 
skilled men to do the work. The company realized that a housing short- 
age was contributing to the worker shortage. Noah Timmins then or- 
dered the construction of 250 new houses to be located 3 kms from 


Coincidently, King George V was laid to rest on the same day. 


And the local church, named St Anthony, Patron Saint of Noah Antony 
Timmins and paid for by him, burned to the ground. But that is anoth- 


er story...
